Depletion of the game supplies on 
which the northern Indians depend for a 
living has brought remedial action on the 
part of the federal department ‘of re- 
sources, 

Hunting and trapping licenses will be 
issued hereafter only to whites who al- 
ready hold such licenses and to their de- 
acendants, If this is drastic, the conditions 
have been reported to be desperate. There 
is obviously a limit to the number of fur- 
bearing and food animals which can be 
killed without exterminating them, and 
therefore the Indians who rely upon these 
for subsistence. Limiting the number of 
white hunters will not give the animals a 
better chance to multiply than they now 
have, but it will at least prevent their 
chance of survival becoming less than it 
is, 

As another conservation measure, a 
new game preserve has been created, of 
the territory lying north of the Liard river 
and between the Mackenzie and the boun- 
dary of the Yukon. In that 70,000 square 
mile area the animals will have a protected 
breeding ground, from which pressure of 
numbers and search for food will lead 
them to move out into hunting and trap- 
ping areas. 

With this new preserve added to the 
Thelon preserve and the Wood Buffalo 
park, the animals will have a one hundred 
per cent better opportunity to increase, 
while the limit placed on the number of 
hunters and trappers will keep destruction 
down to the present figures. Taken to- 
gether these measures should go a good 
way to preserve the Indians’ source of live- 
lihood, and the great and nationally profit- 
able fur industry.

Growing Regimentation 


It is one of the ironies of the last few years 
just when as a nation we protest most 
vehemently our faith in democratic liberty and 
hold up our hands in horror at the state regi- 
mentation of Fascist and Communist countries, 
our own governors are making steady progress 
in the same direction. It may be argued that 
these displays of the aifthoritarian temper are 
not consciously directed towards the enslave- 
ment of the individual as they are in the total- 
itarian states. Probably they are not, but that 
does not mean that effects become different or 
that they are the more tolerable because the 
wielders of power are high-minded civil servants 
or zealous police officers. The courts offer little 
protection because it is their duty to administer 
the law, and if the action of the police or other 
authorities falls within the strict terms of the 
law the courts must uphold it. Yet none the less 
it may be a perversion of the intentions of parlia- 
ment which made the laws, and one which was 
never dreamed of when those laws were intro-

Trouble In Palestine 


At the beginning of the year the Government 
seemed to have some doubts whether partition 
would after all be practicable.

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Your Health ox rnaxt’xcor 


You will not find the term sluggish liver 
used in medical text-books, but it is frequently 
used by the layman who explains such symp- 
toms as headache, dizziness, mental depression 
and faulty digestion by saying the liver is 
sluggish. 

The English have adopted a term which de- 
scribes the condition fairly well and they say a 
person who is feeling out of sorts is feeling 
“liverish” but the Americans do not have any 
special term which exactly describes the state 
which develops when the liver is lazy. 


The liver is one of the most important organs 
in the body, being important not only because of 
its size, but also because it has such a long list 
of known functions. It is intimately bound up 
with digestion, playing a part in the digestion of 
starches, sugars, proteins and fats. It secretes an 
important digestive fluid, known as bile, which 
is mixed with the food as it enters the first part 
of the intestinal tract. The liver also plays a most 
important role in keeping the blood sugar at a 
constant level. It conserves iron by saving the 
iron coming from worn-out red blood cells. 

Furthermore, the liver is distinguished by 
having a double blood supply. It receives fresh 
arterial blood in the same manner as the other 
organs, but in addition a very large blood supply 
comes to it by way of the portal vein. This sec- 
ond blood circulation contains the food materials 
which have been digested and absorbed from the 
intestines, and also contains any toxic substances 
absorbed from the same source. 

It may well be that one of the most import- 
ant tasks of the liver is to take these toxic or 
poisonous substances and render them harmless. 
In this capacity the liver acts as a filtering or 
purifying plant. 

Many arguments have raged back and forth 
as to how much of a detoxicating organ the liver 
actually is, but many physiologists agree that the 
liver alters chemically many of the substances 
which reach it and in this series of chemical 
changes it is more than likely that some of those 
which are potentially poisonous are changed in 
such a wr as to become non-poisonous before 
they reach the general circulation. 

It is only reasonable to suppose that the 
poisons absorbed from the intestinal tract are 
increased in amount when constipation is pres- 
ent as the retained feces would encourage a 
longer period of absorption. Hence, constipation 
would tend to throw a heavier burden than 
usual upon the liver because of more poisons 
being sent in. 


worth mentioning, is too free a use of starches 
and fats. Excessive amounts of meats, used along 
with too much other varieties of food would also 
throw a heavy burden upon the liver. As the 
liver is intimately concerned with digestion, 
over-eating must cause it to be over-worked, 
and it may in time cease to function normally 
because of such abuse. In some patients, the ex- 
cessive use of coffee, tea and cocoa seem to 
favor the tendency toward liver sluggishness 
when such a tendency is already present. ‘

Questions And Answers 

QUESTION: L. J. asks: “Is there any connec- 
tion between the time of sexual maturity and 
the voice? Does diet have anything to do with 
the character of the voice? Would catarrh of the 
nose or sinus trouble change the voice?’ 

ANSWER: According to the studies of Dr. 
Robert Ridpath, there is a close relationship be- 
tween the rate of sexual maturity and the type 
of voice; thus, the tenor matures early, the basso 
matures late, and the baritone matures at a stage 
in between. The tenor is likely to be short and 
have a soft skin, and there may be a lack of a 
heavy growth of hair on the chest or face; the 
basso on the other hand is very masculine, has a 
noticeable Adam's apple and is likely to be tall. 
In women it is the soprano who matures early and 
who is exceedingly feminine, while the contralt 
tends to mature late. The soprano usually has 
the short step of the “womanly” woman, while 
the contralto will probably take a longer stride 
which suggests a masculine walk. When we hear 
an individual having a deep voice, who is, tall, 
and who walks with a confident stride, then it is 
probable that the time of maturity was com- 
paratively late; while when we hear of an in- 
dividual with a voice having the higher tones of 
the tenor or soprano, who is short, who is smooth 
of face and has a soft, clear skin, then it is prob- 
able that maturity occurred fairly early. Diet 
has an effect tpon the voice insofar as it affects 
digestion—as digestive disorders often affect the 
mucous membrane of the nose and throat and 
hence, may change the tone of the voice as a 
healthy membrane is needed for a good tone. As 
the cavities of the nose and sinuses act as 
resonators, diseases of these structures will alter 
the tone of the voice. Catarrh of the nose and 
sinus trouble must be corrected before a perfect 
singing tone will be produced.

A Day in Canadian History

CALGARY, May 10.—Alberta 
government regulations under the 
Provincial Minimum Wage Act 
respecting the Mability of em- 
Ployers to pay overtime may be 
“useless” it was indicated in dis- 
trict court here Monday.
